For many years after the death of her new- 
born daughter seven years ago, Maureen 
Byrne still received condolence cards and 
notes on the anniversary of the child’s death. 

“T still get cards. Some people would think 
that this would upset me or bring back mem- 
ories they think I’m trying to forget, but it’s 
OK. 

“You'll never be able to forget, and the 
cards help because they pay tribute to the 
life of your child,” said Mrs. Byrne, 17 Hart- 
ford Circle. 

She is a member of Neonatal Intensive 
Care Unit: Support Inc., a support group for 
parents who have experienced a pregnancy 
or birth loss or those who have critically-ill 
children. The group not only tries to help 
parents who have gone through what she 
has, but also tries to educate medical profes- 
sionals to parents’ points of view. 

Mary Lyman, 65 Carmel Road, who lost a 
daughter at birth almost three years ago, 
wishes the medical staff had had some train- 
ing from Mrs. Byrne’s group.

Good police work resulted in the 
arrest of a Dascomb Road man early 
Sunday morning after a smash-and- 
grab break at Andover Photo at 27 
Barnard St. 

A cruiser responding to an alarm at 
the photo store at about 4:50 a.m. Sun- 
day found a side window smashed and 
evidence that cameras had been taken. 

At about the same time, Officer Den- 
nis Lane spotted a gray Chevrolet Blaz- 
er heading north on High Street that fit 
the description of a truck involved in 
an earlier and unrelated break in 
Wilmington. Officer Lane turned his 
cruiser around and found the truck 
pulled over beside a dumpster at 
Andover Gardens. After a quick check, 
Officer Lane determined the truck was 
not the one wanted in Wilmington, but 
the operator was acting suspiciously 
and the officer called for backup.

ROOTING OUT THE FACTS 

Over the years, root canal therapy has gained an 
undeserved reputation for being a painful procedure.

Learning more about disabilities 


Kids at Shawsheen School found 
out what it’s like to be disabled in a 
special program Monday. 

The whole school — about 200 kids 

took part in Disability Awarness 
Day, organized by the Chapter 766 
liaison of the school’s Parent-Teach 
er Organization. 

The students built a block tower 
with mittens on their non-dominant 
hand; buttoned and unbuttoned 
clothing wearing mittens; recited 
tongue twisters; and talked with 
marshmallows on their tongues. 

The idea was to get a first-hand 
idea of what it’s like to have motor, 
speech and hearing impairments, 
said Linda Biles, who, with Sharon 
Mason and a group of other parents, 
organized the program. 


“A number of parents told me 
they (students) understood what 
was happening,” Ms. Biles said. 
“The children said that they felt 
‘funny’ or ‘odd’ or ‘different.’ 


The Andover public schools will 
have openings in the morning and 
afternoon preschool classes for the 
1992-93 school year, 

The Shawsheen Preschool is a 
language-based model that offers 
individualized attention, Positive 
attitudes and relationships are pro- 
moted, and parents are encouraged 
to get involved, teachers said.

“We think we got our point 
across,” she added. 

Shawsheen School has an inte- 
grated preschool, 50 percent of 
whose students are disabled.

“Burying a child so violates the nat 
ural order of life, that people, both 
medical professionals and others, don't 
know how to deal with you,” said Mrs 
Byrne. 


Two women’s stories 

Although both Mrs. Lyman and Mrs 
Byrne lost their daughters, each had a 
different experience in the hospital 
Mrs. Lyman readily admits her experi 
ence was far more negative than her 
friend’s and that it didn’t have to be 
that way. 

“] Know I may sound bitter, but | 
didn’t want to feel the way | feel now,” 
Mrs. Lyman said. 


Because she had a miscarriage in 
the early stages of a previous pregnan 
cy, and had experienced premature 


labor at 28 weeks into the pregnancy of 


her daughter, Mrs. Lyman was con 
fined to “couch duty” for the remain 
der of term. When pregnancy pro- 
gressed past 35 weeks, Mrs. Lyman’s 
obstetrician told her “lightning hardly 
ever strikes twice,” and since 40 weeks 
was considered a full pregnancy, she 
and her unborn daughter were most 
likely out of danger. 


When she went into labor shortly 
after 35 weeks, her doctor ordered an 
ultrasound, Mrs. Lyman said her radi- 
ologist could have benefitted from a 
session with Mrs. Byrne’s parents’ 
group. 

“The radiologist announced she 
couldn't find the baby’s heartbeat in 
the middle of the procedure,” Mrs. 
Lyman said. 

Soon, she was told the placenta had 
ruptured and her baby had died due to 
lack of oxygen. She was told if she 
hoped to become pregnant in the future 
it would be best if she went through a 
normal delivery. 


“T wanted a (Caesarean) section. But 
to add insult to injury they make you 
go through the delivery,” she said. 

Mrs. Byrne had a similar experi- 
ence. Tests revealed her daughter’s 
brain was not completely developed. 
The condition, called Anencephaly, 
“was not compatible with life,” the doc- 
tor told her. 

“The way the news was broken to 
me was so sterile. I didn’t want to hear 
from cold and clinical medical people. | 
wanted to talk to someone who had 
made it through what I was going 
through,” Mrs. Byrne said. 

She, too, was encouraged to follow 
through with a normal delivery, Both 
women said they received little or no 
support during the delivery. 


Avoiding the woman 

“In delivery wards there is usually a 
magnetic board on the room’s door to 
let staff members know how far along 
each woman is with her delivery, said

“Everyone stayed away from my 
room. The nurses were the ones I feel 
who had a pulse on what was happen 
ing to me. My obstetrician was not 
trained to deal with me at all,” she 
said, 


After the delivery, Mrs. Lyman was 
visited by a hospital social worker who 
asked questions concerning the baby’s 
death certificate. Mrs. Lyman 
described the woman’s handling of the 
situation as “inept.” 

“I later wrote a letter to the hospital 
explaining how dissatisfied I was with 
the job she did. The woman did write 
back to me, but by then the damage 
had been done,” she said. 


Things have changed 

Both women agreed that some posi- 
tive changes have been made in how 
unsuccessful pregnancies are handled. 


According to Mrs. Byrne, one out of 


every five pregnancies is unsuccessful 
and half of infant deaths are never 
explained even after autopsies are per- 
formed. 

“Now the nurses will come in and 
ask you if you want to hold your baby 
after the delivery,” said Mrs. Byrne. 


“IT didn’t. I was in a lot of physical 
pain so I was given the drug that is 
closest to heroin that is legal. I was too 
zoned out from that, but my husband 
did ask to hold his baby,” she said. 

Mrs. Lyman said hospitals. and

funeral homes will also provide a pho- 
tograph of the baby for parents if they 
Wish. She said having a photograph 
and giving your baby a name helps in 
the grieving process. Mrs. Lyman and 
her husband, James, named their 
daughter Emily. Mrs. Byrne and her 
husband, Michael Gottfried, named 
their daughter Caroline. 


“IT have heard of a few stories from 
friends and family members who have 
lost a baby or know of someone who 
has lost a baby. Even as close to a gen 
eration ago women and families were 
told to go on with their lives and 
weren't allowed by society to grieve 
their lost child,” Mrs. Lyman said. 


Not all obstetricians deal with 
unsuccessful pregnancies the way Mrs. 
Byrne’s and Mrs. Lyman’s did. 
Through a woman Mrs. Lyman met at 
her support group, Help Other Parents 
Endure, she learned that one woman’s 
doctor spent four days in the hospital 
with his patient. 


“It was the first baby that this doc- 
tor had lost as well as the first baby for 
the woman. She told me how wonder 
ful he was. I know that not ail doctors 
are as mine was,” she said. 


Prenatal care and preparation class- 
es have also come a long way, said Mrs. 
Byrne. When she became pregnant 
with her son, John, who is now 5, her 
prenatal class toured the neonatal 
ward at a hospital to give parents an 
idea of where their child might go for 
medical care if needed. She also has a 
2-year-old son, Alexander. 


“That was something that never 
happened when I was pregnant with 
my first child. I thought the worst 
thing that could happen was that | 
might have a C-section,” she said of her 
first pregnancy. 


Support groups such as HOPE can 
really help couples and their families 
deal with the immediate and long-term 
effect of an unsuccessful pregnancy. 
Two weeks after Mrs. Lyman lost her 
daughter she received a call from 
HOPE inviting her to as support group 
meeting. Group members also volun- 
teer to go to hospitals and talk with 
parents who want to speak with some- 
one who has experienced a similar 
loss, said Mrs. Lyman.

He told 
group members that he came from a 
family that didn’t encourage or con 
done grieving for a newborn, After sup 
pressing the loss for nearly three 
decades, the man said he was still 
deeply affected by it. 

The loss is felt not just by mothers 
and fathers but also by family mem 
bers and friends, each woman said 
One thing Mrs, Byrne said she learned 
through her support group is that hus 
bands and wives grieve at different 
paces, 


“I’ve heard that 60 to 70 percent of 
marriages break up following the loss 
of a child. It’s hard if you are not at the 
same place in the grieving process as 
your husband, but that doesn’t make 
either one of you wrong for feeling ihe 
way you do. You're both right. It's just 
that you're at different places in the 
process,” Mrs. Byrne said. 


Helping family and friends help 

Mrs. Lyman said she wishes now 
she had shared more of what she was 
feeling with her friends. She said a lot 
of her friends and acquaintances didn’t 
know how to react to her when they 
heard of her baby’s death. 

“If it’s the death of an older person 
in your family, (friends and relatives) 
fo to a wake and send condolence 
cards. They don’t know what to do 
because they don’t want to upset you, 
but you've lost your child. Nothing 
they could possibly do could upset you 
except not acknowledge what you've 
been through,” said Mrs, Byrne. 


Mrs. Lyman agrees. When she and 
her husband, James Lyman, lost their 
daughter, both realized their friends 
and family had a difficult time express- 
ing shared grief. 

“It’s Ok to tell someone who's lost a 
baby you don’t know the right words to 
express how you feel, but it’s impor- 
tant to just try,” she said.

Nader said 

Dr. Richard Lindsay, of the Andover 
Animal Hospital, agreed that rabies in 


raccoons is a problem everyone should 
be aware of 

“We know it’s coming,” 
said 

The number of raccoons around this 
year 1s not unusual, according to Dr, 
Tom French, Ph.D., assistant director 
of the Massachusetts Division of Fish 
eries and Wildlife, 

“We do have quite a lot and it’s 
always been that way,” Dr. French 
said. 

The sick animals being reported are 
most often suffering from what he 
described as “canine distemper.” 

“Frankly, it looks pretty much like 
rabies,” Dr. French said. 

But so far, no cases of rabies in rae 
coons have been confirmed in the state, 
he said, 

“At this stage, we do not have any 
documented cases of rabies in four 
legged animals in Massachusetts,” Dr. 
French said. 

And although rabies can be deadly, 
Dr. French and other officials say that 
with a little common sense, there is no 
need for panic. Most of the rest of the 
country lives with rabies day in and 
day out. Rabies already exists in Mas- 
sachusetts in bats, but bats don’t trans 
mit the disease very easily, according 
to Dr. French. 

“Just don’t pick them up with your 
bare hands,” he said. 

Just as parents teach their children 
to be aware of snakes in Florida, and 
not to touch blasting caps found near 
coal mines in the Midwest, children 
here are now going to have to learn 
about rabies, Dr, French said. 

What is rabies? 

Rabies affects the nervous system, 
making an animal lethargic, tame or 
disoriented, shaky or wobbly on their 
feet, according to Dr. French. 

“In a worst-case scenario, you'll get 
a raccoon or skunk out in the front 
yard walking in circles,” Dr. French 
said, 

Rabies has two phases, “dumb” and 
“furious,” he said. 

Most of the symptoms previously 
mentioned are typical of dumb rabies, 

“What’s happening is he's becoming 
gradually paralyzed,” Dr, French said, 

Furious rabies describes the case- 
when the animal attacks things unpro- 
voked. But any animal will bite if cor- 
nered or otherwise threatened, so what 
appears to be aggressive or defensive 
behavior isn’t necessarily rabies, 

The rabies that is headed this way is 
the “mid-Atlantic strain of raccoon 
rabies,” according to Dr. French. 

“It’s spreading mostly in raccoons,” 
Dr. French said. “Biting is the primary

mode of transmission.” 

It does spill over into other species 
by biting, but other species will not 
pass it along, he said. Rabies is spread 
through saliva, “not in blood,” so it 
isn’t easily passed through a scratch, 
Dr. French said. 

The mid-Atlantic strain started with 
one case in West Virginia in 1977. It 
spread to Virginia in 1978 and has tak 
en until now to reach Connecticut, 
where it has been confirmed in about 
3800 raccoons. It has been contracted by 
one cat and one sheep that officials 
know of. 

“We know it’s right nearby in New 
York state, but so far it has not been 
found in Massachusetts,” Dr. French 
said, 

The closest case documented is 
about 20 miles from the southwest bor 
der of the state. 

A few weeks ago one rabid raccoon 
was found in New Hampshire but offi 
cials believe it was a pet, because it had 
two flea collars around its neck, and 
had been brought to New Hampshire 
from out of state, 

“Don't keep the darn things as pets,” 
Dr. French said, “It’s not legal or wise.” 
Vaccinate your cat 

Unvaccinated cats are a major cause 
of concern among health officials. 

“That’s a real problem,” Dr. French 
said. “We consider right now cats to be 
the most likely bridge between wildlife 
rabies and people.” 

Ingrid Harding, of 


the Mas 


sachusetts Society for Prevention of 


Cruelty to Animals in Methuen, 
agreed, 

“People are more likely to contact 
rabies from an unvaccinated pet than 
from wildlife,” she said. 

Dogs, by law, must be vaccinated. 
Anyone with an unvaccinated dog can 
be fined $25 for the first offense. There 
is no law that requires cats to be vacci- 
nated and people who keep their cats 
indoors sometimes believe there is no 
need to vaccinate them, according to 
Dr. French. 

“From our point of view, you're just 
being stupid not to do it right away,” 
Dr. French said. 

Cats will play with sick raccoons in 


or out of the house, he said. About half 


the cats that contract rabies through 
bats are indoor cats and have had that 
contact indoors, according to Dr. 
French. Cats also have more contact 
with bats and raccoons because all

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three are nocturnal. 
There is a proposal in the state legis 


lature to make rabies vaccinations 
mandatory for cats. Wendy Wakeman, 
legislative aide to Rep. Gary Coon, R 
Andover, said this week the bill has 
been given an initial nod, but is still in 
committee where it will probably be 
subject to amendments. 

More people have been calling 
Andover Animal Hospital this spring 
inquiring about rabies vaccines than 
in the past, according to Dr, Lindsay. 
About 300 animals received shots dur 
ing the town’s annual rabies vaccina 
tion clinic on April 4. Of those, 230 
were licensed dogs and the rest were 
mostly cats and a few dogs from other 
towns, 

The vaccine lasts three years. It 
costs $25 to have a pet vaccinated at 
Andover Animal Hospital, which 
includes a complete physical exam, 
and takes about 15 minutes. 3 
What to do, not do 

Everett Penney, Andover’s health 
agent, said the town is pushing immu- 
nization and advising people to avoid 
stray animals. 

“We're just publicizing it as much as 
we can,” Mr. Penney said. 

“The best thing people can do is sim 
ply follow a few common-sense precau- 
tions to protect themselves and their 
pets,” said Ms. Harding, of the MSPCA. 

Those precautions include: 

+ Make sure pets are vaccinated. 

“T would vaccinate everything possi- 
ble,” Dr. Lindsay said. “The only way 
to stop an epidemic is to vaccinate 75-80 
percent of the animals.” 

* Don’t make a practice of feeding 
raccoons. 

“That’s not a good idea these days,” 
Dr. French said. 

* Don't feed raccoons by accident by 
leaving pet food out. 

“That's like putting out a bird feed- 
er,” Dr. French said. 

* Cover garbage in cans that rac- 
coons can’t get into. 

* Cap chimneys. It is common for 
raccoons to nest in chimneys, which 
are nothing more than hollow trees to 
them. 

“Every single person ought to put a 
screen cover on their chimney,” Dr. 
French said. 

+ Don’t go to the aid of an animal 
that seems to be acting sick. 

“Don’t put yourself or your kids or 
your pets in a position where they’re 


going to get bit,’ Dr. French said. 

- If you do see a raccoon that appeai 
sick, call the local animal control offi 
cer or thé MSPCA

But after all aid and done, Dr 


french doesn’t believe people should 
be panicked. They should just be aware 
and cautious 

“Since 1977, we have had literally 
thousands of positive rabid raccoons 
tested, but not one single person has 
acquired rabies,” Dr. French said, 
although many humans have had the 
vaccination shots as a precaution. 

The vaccine used to be expensive 
and painful, requiring a series of large 
needles in the stomach, but is now fair 
ly inexpensive and requires only three 
shots in the arm. 

“If you do screw up, you need to try 
and get the animal caught,” Dr. French 
said. 

If the animal tests positive, the vic 
tim has two or three days from the 
time of the contact to begin taking the 
shots. And the time frame may not be 
that tight, Dr. French said. If someone 
gets bit over the weekend, and doesn’t 
see a doctor until Monday, that should 
be OK, he said. 

But don’t be too Jax. Once symptoms 
begin to show, there is no cure. accord- 
ing to Dr. French. 

“It’s too late. It’s fatal,’ Dr. French 
said. 

The last death in Massachusetts 
from rabies contracted in the state was 
in 1934. One young man died in the 
1980s, but he had contracted the dis- 
ease from a pet dog while working and 
living in Nigeria, and died here shortly 
after he came home. 

But thousands of people die world- 
wide from rabies every year, according 
to Dr. French, especially in places such 
as Mexico and Pakistan, places that 
have no vaccination program for dogs, 
About one person dies from rabies 
every two or three years in the United 
States. 

“TI don’t fret about rabies,” Dr. 
French said. “I know how easy it is to 
take the precautions not to get bit.” 

“With a little common sense, | 
wouldn't worry, but I'd use that com- 
mon sense and learn to live with it.” 

Animal control officers will become 
more prominent as towns across the 
state try to deal with the rabies prob- 
lem, according to Dr. French. He is 
confident that Massachusetts will soon 
see rabies in raccoons, though it may 
take a couple years for the disease to 
reach as far east as Andover. 

“We're gong to get our first case this 
year. That’s a prediction, but it’s 
almost a promise,” Dr. French said. 
“It’s not going to go away. We're going 
to be dealing with rabies in our wildlife 
population for the next couple of 
decades, so you'd better get used to it.”

type, they could pull the damper door open 
and drop right into the house. 

“Ninety-nine percent of the time they are 
going to have babies and they are going to 
Officer Nader said. 

Another problem is that the raccoon may 
have blocked the chimney in which case 
smoke could back up into the house, or 
cause a chimney fire 

In this case, the woman opted to call 
Andover Chimneys, a chimney sweep sei 
vice, to deal with her problem 

David Hawkins, owner and head sweep, 
said calls about raccoons in chimneys are 
more frequent this year than usual. 

“The last three weeks, I can’t tell you 
how many caps I've put on and how many 
raccoons we've taken out,” Mr. Hawkins 
said. 

He had the woman light a fire in the fire 
place while he went up on the roof to wait 
for the raccoon to come out. so he could 
then cap the chimney’s two flues. The plan 
worked. The raccoon inched its way up the 
chimney and once at the top, with a prod 
from Mr. Hawkins, scrambled off the roof 
and headed into the woods. 

The whole operation cost $210, including 
$75 each for the two chimney caps and $40 
for his time. But it was money well spent, 
the woman thought. 

The kicker came the next night when she 
first noticed little dirt marks on her floors, 
then paw prints in the shower and finally, 
in the middle of the night, heard a bang in 
her basement. A second raccoon had been 
in the chimney and, since the flues were 
capped and the damper had been left open, 
was trying to escape through the house. It 
had already ripped a hole in the wall of the 
washroom. 

The woman opened the cellar door, barri- 
caded the stairs and went to bed. In the 
morning, the raccoon was gone. 

Mr.. Hawkins has had service calls on 
Sunset Rock, Olde Berry and Gould roads, 
to name a few. In some cases, such as on 
Olde Berry Road, he had to remove a family 
of babies. 

The incidents are mostly occurring in 
wooded areas, he said. But both he and Offi- 
cer Nader said the calls regarding raccoons 
have slowed down in the past week or so. 

Elizabeth Marascia, of 10 Olde Berry 
Road and owner of Andover Auto School, 
learned she was hosting a furry family in 
early April after one raccoon walked across 
her roof and slid down her bedroom win- 
dow at 3 o’clock in the morning. She 
thought nothing of it at first, but it got 
worse. 

“One night, eight raccoons came across 
from one side of my house to the other,” she 
said.

She called Officer Nader, who asked if 


she used the fireplace. Ms. Marascia said 


no, that the chimney:had been closed off 


and is unused. When they knelt down by the 
chimney to investigate, they could hear the 
babies. 

“T had a little family living in my chim- 
ney right down by the flue,” Ms. Marascia 
said. “They built a little apartment inside 
my chimney.”

this time smoke didn’t work because of the 
way her chimney was built, so Mr. Hawkins 
and Officer Nader poked and prodded the 
mother raccoon until she finally went 
scrambling out. They then took the chim 
ney apart and removed four babies, 

The sad part of her story is that the 
babies died after they were set in the woods 
and the mother never came back for them. 


A couple of raccoons did come back to her | 


roof, but the cap she had put on the chim 
ney deterred them and she hasn't had 
another problem, 

Ms. Marascia was told that using the fire- 
place once in a while would keep the smell 
of smoke in it and deter the animals from 
settling there, she said. 

“T’'ve lived here since 1973 and I’ve never 
had a raccoon problem,” Ms. Marascia said, 

“We put four chimney caps on Old Berry 
Road because they were going from one 
house to the next,” Mr, Hawkins said. The 
same thing happened with two houses on 
Gould Road. 

Ms. Marascia said her husband, John, at 
first wanted to kill the raccoons in their 
chimney, but was told that they were pro- 
tected by law. 

Mary Cavaliere, of the Massachusetts 
Division of Fisheries and Wildlife, said that 
is only partially true. 

“If it's causing damage to property,” you 
can kill it, Ms. Cavaliere said. 

Hating vegetables is considered damage 
to property, she said. But you can’t kill an 
animal just because it is in your yard. 

If residents trap a raccoon, woodchuck or 
other wild animal they can take it to any 
MSPCA location and have it euthanized free 
of charge. In towns where gunfire is 
allowed, residents can shoot the animal, but 
not in Andover, 

But you cannot move a wild animal to 
another location. 

“That's illegal,” Ms.Cavaliere said. 

If an animal is in your house, you can 
trap it, plug the hole it used to get in, and 
release it in your yard. 

But Officer Nader said many people 
think it's OK to trap a raccoon or wood- 
chuck in their yard and release it out in 
Harold Parker State Forest. It’s not. And 
many people get angry at him when he 
takes an animal out of their house and lets 
it go in their yard. 


Mr. Nader said he wishes people realized 
that catching an animal on their property 
most often means killing it. He also wishes 
people would be more careful with traps, 


A woman called him last weekend who 
had a raccoon in a trap. She had set the trap 
for woodchucks but then had gone away for 
a week, When she came back, a raccoon was 
in the trap. It had been there for at least a 
couple of days and had beat itself up trying 
to get out. Mr. Nader had to euthanize it.

The Capital Campaign Committee 
at South Church on Central Street 
has now turned its efforts to the com- 
munity. The church congregation 
already has raised approximately 
$1.1 million in pledges and contribu- 
tions. In addition, two local founda- 
tions have contributed $125,000 to 
the cause. 

The idea is to reconstruct the 160- 
foot-high steeple, a project expected 
to cost $1.2 million. 

The church, established in 1711, 
has played a central part in town his- 
tory. The present structure, built in 
1860 by John Stevens, has been 
included in the National Register of 
Historic Places. 

In the next few weeks, 10,000 resi- 
dents, merchants and neighbors. in 
Andover will receive letters that ask 
for support for the project. 

The project affects the entire com- 
munity. The church is an historical 
landmark and we need only to look 
at the site today to understand why 
it needs to be repaired and restored. 
One can see the steeple from many 
areas in town. 

The church is going about raising 
funds for the project in an admirable 
way.

I was in New York City last Friday 
evening, two days after the jury 
acquitted four Los Angeles police 
officers in the beating of motorist 
Rodney King. 

I had 
driven to 
the city to 
see my 
stepson 
perform in 
a play.

The city 
WieemaenS 
expecting 
violence. 

We were staying in Greenwich 
Village, where our son lives, so we 
went out for dinner, lamenting the 
fact that his play would not go on 
that night, 

At about 8 we left the restaurant, 
said good-bye to our son and headed 
off for a walk. Quickly, we heard a 
marching sound, muffled boots and 
we looked up the street. Riot police, 
complete with helmets that included 
plastic shields over their faces, were 
marching down the middle of the Vil- 
lage street. They carried wooden 


clubs and they looked tough. And 
afraid. 

We stood on the curb, dumfound- 
ed, not knowing what to think, feel- 
ing a little like fools as fear spread 
through our guts. You know ~ that 
feeling of thinking you're exaggerat 
ing, that it can’t be as bad as your 
instincts say it is, not wanting to 
appear a fool or chicken? 

Soon thereafter, a cruiser came by 
and stopped near us so we asked, 
“What's happening?” 

“What do you think?” snapped 
back the stressed officer. “There’s a 
demonstration. People are angry 
about what happened in Los Ange- 
les.” 

“Ts it safe here?” we stupidly 
asked, still refusing to believe we 
were in danger. 

“What do you think?” was the 
only answer he’d give. 

Soon a large group of people, black 
and white, came marching down the 
street, protesting with signs and 
shouting. That part was peaceful 
enough, but only three or four min- 
utes later someone threw something 


through the huge glass window of 


the bar across the street. 
Then someone picked up a trash 


can and heaved it into the window of 


a parked car. We had anticipated 
there might be trouble and paid plen- 
ty to leave our car in a garage for the 
night. 

“Let's get out of here,” | finally 
suggested. 

But we went slowly, not wanting 
to believe what was happening, and 
also wanting to watch, I hated that 1 
looked into the face of every black 
person who came near me, trying to 
read if I was in danger, wishing | 
could let them know how unfair, 
unreal and unreasonable I thought 
the jury’s verdict was. I hated the 
fact that that the jury decision had 
only backed up what many believe, 
no, know: A black person can’t get a 
fair shake in this country. 

The demonstrators turned over a 
car one block from where we were 
standing, Even though all the super- 
market employees from across the 
street stood by the window, we heard 
the next morning that there had been 
looting there. It was sad. 

In Andover, 200 to 800 participated 
in a silent vigil at Phillips Academy 
Friday night, protesting the jury's 
verdict.

What can be done about nuclear 
weapons? Can we look forward to glob 
al peace? The members of North 
Andover People for Peace asked these 
questions and began a social action 
group to further the cause of peace. In 
1984 the group consisted of Jim Keller, 
Gwen Smith, Elizabeth Elliot, Connie 
Glore and Alison Ceplikas. They 
belonged to North Parish Unitarian 
Church and Trinitarian Congregation- 
al Church in North Andover. 

Ms. Ceplikas served as the first pres- 
ident; Connie Glore, secretary; Gwen 
Smith, treasurer, Their discussions 
about the escalating nuclear arms race 
led to developing programs and activi- 
ties to inform people about the prob- 
lem, 

The first project was to make the 
group visible with a march in the July 
Fourth parade and have an informa 
tion booth on the North Andover Com- 
mon. Ms. Elliot made a blue banner to 
introduce the group during the march. 
The group was enthusiastic and grew 
to 40 or 50 people along the parade 
route. The booth was well attended and 
more than 100 people left their names 
and addresses on a sign-up sheet, 
which became the mailing list. 

More than $195 was contributed in 
donations. The march gave the North 
Andover People for Peace support and 
encouragement that other people were 
concerned, 

In February, 1985, Marcia Damon- 
rey, a lawyer, provided legal service 
for the group to become incorporated 
as a non-profit organization, which 
allows financial and other privileges 
such as bulk mailing and applying for 
grants.

Ms. Ceplikas rode in the early ’80s 
on the peace bus from Concord, N.H., 
to the United Nations building in New 
York and walked in the largest demon 
stration for peace the country has ever 
had. 

“T have a strong conviction that 
nuclear buildup is not the way. We are 
interdependent and all-out war would 
mean desolation,” said Ms. Ceplikas.

Another member of the North 
Andover People for Peace is Sean Don 
ahue, a senior at North Andover High, 
son of Sandy and Brian Donahue, 33 
Morningside Lane. He has been 
involved since he was 14 years old. 

“Tl was feeling bad about nuclear 
Weapons and felt powerless and want 
ed to find out how to be effective.” he 
said, 

Working with the North Andover 
People for Peace lead Mr. Donahue to 
join Heal, a North Andover High stu- 
dent group. 

A North Andover foreign language 
teacher, Annice Kra, formed the envi 
ronmental group, Heal. Mr. Donahue 
used this organization as a window. for 
being effective with the peace message 
among his peers and school communi- 
ty. He works with both organizations 
and recently sponsored a speaker, who 
survived the Holocaust, for a high 
school assembly.

“The North Andover People for 
Peace has so many committed people 
and Ms. Kra has influenced many at 
the high school,” said Mr, Donahue. 
“My parents have supported my peace 
activities by their commitment to edu- 
‘cation and encouraged me to stand up 
for what I believe in. They always 
talked about John Kennedy and Bobby 
Kennedy and what they did. I want to 
be effective by setting an example by 
the way | live and not to live off peo- 
ple’s backs, but to do my part.”

Loca! doctor participates in hip study 


Dr. Thomas Hoerner, a North 
Andover orthopedic surgeon on staff at 
Lawrence General Hospital, has been 
selected to participate in a long-term 
research project that will evaluate the 
results of a new hip implant, the Cen- 
tralign Precoat Hip Prosthesis. He is 
one of only three orthopedic surgeons 
in New England who will cooperate 
with Dr. William Harris, chief of hip 
and implant surgery at Massachusetts 
General Hospital. 

According to Dr, Hoerner, one of the 


most important aspects of this study is 
that it is being conducted in the com- 
munity where the majority of hip 
implants are done, rather than in a 
major medical center setting. 

He points out that while hip replace- 
ments cemented into place achieve bet- 
ter results than current generation 
non-cemented implants, a few patients 
still experience some loosening over 
time, loosening that is not associated 
with any infection. About 120,000 hip 
replacements are done nationally each 


year,

Even though the trails are not yet 
marked with the customary AVIS 
markers, white rectangles painted on 
trees, the path along the river cannot 
be missed. The Shawsheen, snaking its 
way in a meandering manner leaving 
grassy marshes between its loops, is a 
quiet, peaceful scene. It was suggested 
that I watch for signs of current flow- 
ing downstream to determine the true 
path of the river. Could the river 
approach to this property with all its 
extra river channels be almost as con- 
fusing as finding the property by land? 


Away from the river is a hill wooded 
mainly with tall pines and some hard: 
woods. A path through this area would 
be welcome. 


The only wildlife I saw was an old 
muskrat ambling across the path. We 
could hear the call of flocks of red- 
winged blackbirds. Canoeists have 
reported seeing a blue heron darting 
back and forth in front of their canoe in 
a teasing manner. Perhaps it’s our

A bridge made of old parts of a cabin 
helped us cross a mucky marsh, a natu- 
ral spot for birds and wildlife.

Although glaucoma is the leading 
cause of blindness in people over age 
40, almost all blindness due to glauco- 
ma can be prevented. 

According to Dr. Ralph P. Crew, an 
osteopathic ophthalmologist from Big 
Rapids, Mich., early detection through 
regular eye exams can prevent blind- 
ness brought on by glaucoma. 

Glaucoma occurs when damage is 
done to the optic nerve that carries 
images from the retina to the brain. 
‘ach nerve is like an electric cable, 
with millions of wires that each trans. 
mit a message to the brain. Glaucoma 
occurs when enough of these wires 
are damaged by high pressure in the 
eye. This creates blind areas, usually 
in the side vision. If the entire optic 
nerve is destroyed, total blindness 
occurs, Dr. Crew said. 

Fortunately, once glaucoma is 
detected, various treatments are avail- 
able to prevent further vision loss. Dr. 
Crew was quick to point out, however, 
that there is no cure for glaucoma. 
Once vision is lost, it generally cannot 
be regained. 

Once glaucoma is detected through 
an eye examination, eye drops or pills

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Treatment of glaucoma 
can prevent blindness 


may be prescribed by an ophthalmolo- 
gist to arrest its spread. 

“Control of glaucoma by medica- 
tion can only be effective if patients 
adhere to the treatment schedule pre- 
scribed by their ophthalmologist,” Dr. 
Crew said. 

Some eye drops lower eye pressure 
by increasing drainage from the eye, 
while other drops act to decrease fluid 
production. 

Pills work by limiting fluid produc. 
tion and decreasing the flow of fluid 
into the eye, Dr. Crew warned that 
both eye drops and pills may produce 
unsavory side effects. Eye drops may 
cause eye irritation or headaches: 
pills may produce tingling in the 
hands and feet, stomach upset, nausea 
or a loss of appetite, 

“Generally speaking, by adjusting 
the dosage or changing the prescrip- 
tion, the physician can reduce or elim- 
inate these side effects in the small 
number of people in which they 
occur,” said Dr. Crew. 

In the instances where eye drops

ing to Dr, Crew. Traditional surgery 
(trabeculectomy) seeks to remove the 
cause of a fluid blockage, thus allow- 
ing fluid to drain properly and reduce 
intraocular pressure. Laser surgery, 
or trabeculoplasty, improves the flow 


of fluid through the eye by use of a 
laser trained on the area of the eye 
where blockage occurs. 

“Glaucoma is a perfect example 
how preventive measures taken on a 
regular basis can save people from 
suffering an injury later in life,” Dr. 
Crew said. 


Beat depression with effective treatment 


Time was when people had to suffer 
for months or years with incapacitat- 
ing depressions. Now there is good 
news. Effective treatments exist and 
even the most serious forms of depres: 
sion usually respond rapidly to treat- 
ment. Unfortunately, of the 11.5 
million Americans who experience a 
depression each year, more than sev- 
en million get no treatment and suffer 
needlessly, 

Medications, short-term psycholog- 
ical therapies or a combination of 
these treatments have been shown to 
produce significant improvement. 
People with less severe depressions 
often benefit from psychotherapy, 
While severely depressed people 
respond more rapidly and more con- 
sistently to medications. 

Why don’t people get the treat- 
ments that could help them? 

Unfortunately, depression is often 
unrecognized or passed off as “a case 
of the blues.” Some people believe 
depressed people can just “pull them- 
selves together.” Others do not know 
that effective treatments are avail 
able. 

“Scientific research disproves 
many commonly held beliefs,” 
explained Dr. Alan Leshner, acting 
director of the National Institute of 


Mental Health. “We know that clinical 
depression is a disorder with symp- 
toms that affect the total person: body, 
mind and emotions. We also know the 
disorder runs in families. 

Symptoms of depression are recog- 
nizable. Dr. Leshner noted that if four 
or more of these symptoms persist for 
more than two weeks, an accurate 
diagnosis and professional treatment 
should be sought: 

* A persistent sad, anxious or “emp- 
ty” mood; 

* Loss of interest or pleasure in 
ordinary activities; 

* Decreased energy; 

* Sleep disturbances; 

+ Hating disturbances; 

: Difficulty concentrating, remem 
bering, making decisions: 

* Feelings of hopelessness; 

* Feelings of guilt, worthlessness, 
helplessness; 

* Thoughts of death or suicide: 

* Irritability; 

- Excessive crying; 

* Chronic aches and pains that 
don’t respond to treatment,

Autumn through spring is a high risk 
period for bacterial meningitis outbreaks 


Bacterial meningitis is a serious 
infection of the membranes that sur- 
round the brain and spinal cord. It can 
be caused by a variety of microorgan- 
isms and can occur at any age, begin- 
ning in infancy through adulthood. 

Immunocompromised individuals, 
meaning those with an impaired 
immune system, are more susceptible 
to meningitis. Depending on the 
organism that is causing the disease, 
infections may occur during any 
month of the year. However, autumn 


through early spring is the time of 
highest risk. In 1991, outbreaks of 


menigococcus meningitis were report- 
ed in Texas, Florida and Virginia. 

In infants, the first signs and symp- 
toms are nonspecific and include a 
high pitched cry, irritability, anorex- 
ia, vomiting and lethargy. In adults, a 
respiratory illness or sore throat often 
precedes the fever, along with a 
headache, stiff neck and vomiting. 
Adults may become very ill within 24 
hours, with the length of time even 


shorter in children. 

A number of disorders resemble 
bacterial meningitis, however. There 
fore, the most important step in dis- 
covering the infection is to be aware 
of the disease and not take the symp 
toms for granted. Some groups, such 
as college students living in dormito- 
ries, should be very aware of the 
symptoms since the disease is conta- 
gious and their living conditions place 
them in close contact with many oth- 
ers. A physician is trained in distin- 
guishing between a serious disease 
such as bacterial meningitis and other 
less serious, non-life-threatening ill 
nesses and in a position to make the 
correct diagnosis. 

If diagnosed early enough, treat 
ment is available. For those who may 
have been exposed, that is, close con- 
tacts of those with the disease, drugs 
or perhaps vaccine will be recom- 
mended. As with all medical matters, 
a physician is the best source of infor- 
mation and advice.

Ask questions about prescriptions 


The next time your doctor writes 
you a prescription, you may want to 
spend a little more time in his or her 
office before rushing to the pharmacy. 
It’s important to ask questions about 
your medication — how much and how 
often to take it, possible interactions 
with other drugs you may be taking 
and what the possible side effects of 
the drug may be.

effects, especially drowsiness. Bighty- 
four percent said they'd prefer to take 
a non-narcotic. Codeine, like other 
narcotics, has the potential to be 
habit-forming. 


Many cough sufferers ask their doc- 
tors to prescribe a non-narcotic 
medicine such as benzonatate that can 
suppress coughs without affecting the 
entire central nervous system, It acts 
in the lungs to limit coughing, but 
does not clinically affect the brain and 
produce the degree of drowsiness 
associated with codeine.

Consider eliminating dual coverage. 
Being insured under both your own 
and your spouse's health-care plan can 
mean duplicate contributions for little 
or no increase in coverage.

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Auriculotherapy: New

In today’s modern, high-tech, fast- 
paced world millions of dollars are 
spent each year by consumers in 
their quest for better health. State-of- 
the-art exercise equipment is pur- 
chased, multiple vitamins are con 
sumed, a wide range of physical 
activities attempted and every diet 
imaginable is undertaken in pursuit 
of the perfect body weight.

activity. During practice every mus- 
cle, ligament, tendon, joint, lymph 
node and organ of the body is exer- 
cised. 

Many practitioners of Tai Chi do 
so for stress management. The cen- 
tral nervous system is relaxed and 
regulated, releasing physical and 
emotional stress. Taoists use Tai Chi 
for meditation, expanding aware- 
ness, developing patience and clear- 
ing and calming the mind. But the 
best part of Tai Chi is that it goes 
where you go. Once learned its 
return is immeasurable as one needs 
only a few feet of space to practice, 
clothing requirements are simply 
loose and comfortable and there is 
no need for expensive exercise 
equipment. 

Tai Chi and other martial arts 
originated in China and were largely 
unknown in the west until the 1970s. 
Once discovered, finding a qualified 
teacher or master with whom one 
could study any of these arts was 
rare until just a few years ago. Tradi- 
tionally in China different families 
developed esoteric styles of defense 
which were practiced secretly, pass- 
ing the art on only to the younger

Could treatment of the ear lead to 
relief of such symptoms as chronic 
pain, smoking addiction, or premen- 
strual syndrome? The answer is yes, 
and some of that work is already 
being done at Acupuncture of And- 
over. But why treatment only in the 
ear? 

In 1950, Dr. Paul Nogier, a neurolo- 
gist in Lyon, France, observed that 
some of his patients had had a cauteri- 
zation in the external ear in an effort 
to relieve sciatica. In a significant 
number of cases, this treatment was 
successful. He began to study this 
“folk remedy” more closely by mea- 
suring the ear’s pressure sensitivity 
and electrical conductivity with 
chronic pain patients. He began to 
map out locations in the ear that gave 
relief to corresponding body areas. 

At approximately the same time, 
Mr. Nakatani, a Japanese researcher, 
identified areas of the skin with high- 
er electrical conductance than sur- 
rounding tissue, which corresponded 
to the Chinese body acupuncture 
points. 

These studies began auriculothera- 
py, which can be defined as a treat- 
ment in which points of the auricle, 
which are sensitive to pressure and 
are electronically measurable, may be 
used for treatment of various func- 
tional illnesses and disorders by 
means of manual, electrical or other 
suitable stimulation. (The Journal of 


Craniomandiblar Practice, 1986. 
Auriculotherapy in Dentistry by Ger- 
ald L. Lapeer, D.D.S.) 

What this has meant to my patients 
is an addition to the other therapies I 
offer using the acupuncture system, 
but with no needles. I’ve had many 
patients tell me that their friends 
would like to try acupuncture to get 
the same relief they've had, but they 
can’t stand the thought of needles, In 
our society we think of a hypodermic 
needle, not a hair-thin sterilized dis- 
posable acupuncture needle. 

With auriculotherapy, patients 
have a choice. I have not seen a clini- 
cal reason to prefer one therapy over 
another. With auriculotherapy there 
is no disrobing, all the work is done in 
the ear. The patient may sit or lie com- 
fortably while I touch the outer sur- 
face of the ear with a small rod-shaped 
probe which finds the corresponding 
points in the ear to match the prob- 
lems in the body. Then the points are 
stimulated using the same instru- 
ment. Comfortable, and most often, 
treatments take about one half hour. 
The patients tell me they are more 
relaxed and productive when they 
return to work after the treatment. 

The variety of complaints 
addressed by electro-auriculotherapy 
matches the versatility that many 
have come to appreciate with body 
acupuncture. Drs. Craning and Ole- 
sen, directors of the UCLA Pain Man-

agement Center, have compiled and 
researched much of the data in this 
country for auriculotherapy, which is 
used extensively in their clinics. 
Their studies indicate that the same 
rise in endorphin levels which body 
acupuncture produces, also occurs 
with auriculotherapy. (Elec 
troacupuncture and Auricular electri 
cal stimulation by Terrance Olesen 
and Richard Kroenins.) Endorphins, 
which are a naturally occurring opi- 
ate substance in our bodies, have been 
a possible answer to acupuncture’s 
relief of pain. David Gilmore uses 
electro-auriculotherapy to treat smok 
ing addiction in Fort Myers, Fla., 
while Gerard Lapeer, D.D.S., uses this 
therapy to relieve the chronic pain 
associated with TMJ (Temporo 
mandibulin Joint). While all of these 
treatments are possible, I inform 
patients about the parameters of this 


treatment as it pertains to their diag- 
nosis. I try to dispel the ‘magic box’ 


idea and concentrate on the goal of 


their therapy. Education is an impor 
tant tool for people to understand this 
therapy, and that is why I am having 
a free demonstration at my office on 
Thursday, May 14, and am offering 
free consultations through Thursday, 
June 25. I encourage patients to be 
informed about electro-auriculother 
apy and how it may address their 
complaints, so that realistic treatment 
goals can be established toward help- 
ing them lead a more normal lifestyle.

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Lowell General combines human 
touch, high technology for babies 


. The combination of human touch 
and high technology is standard in 
hospital care, but nowhere is this 
match so dramatic as in the Special 
Care Nursery at Lowell General Hos- 
pital. 


The Special Care Nursery, part of 


LGH’s “Birthplace,” is unique in Low- 
ell with the technology and staff to 
care for premature newborns and 
those with other challenging health 
problems. 

Here babies are tiny and need con- 
stant monitoring and care, They slum- 
ber in environmentally controlled iso- 
lettes, mostly oblivious to the many 
wires they wear that feed critical 
information to high-tech monitors. 
They may have intravenous attach- 
ments or tubes, both needed to pro- 
vide life-giving nourishment and sub- 
sequent weight gain.

It is the height of the spring allergy 
season and the weather during the 
next few weeks will determine just how 
much allergy-sufferers will suffer. 
Trees pollinate in April and May and 
grasses in May through early July 

“We've had a lot of rain. If we start 
to get a lot of sunny, warm and windy 
days then it could be pretty bad,” said 
Barbara Connor, an allergist in North 
Andover. 

According to Dr. Connor and other 
local allergy specialists, many factors 
contribute to the degree of suffering 
people feel in the spring and fall — the 
two peak pollen seasons. Rag weed and 
other hay fever culprits pollinate from 
late August until the first frosts. 

About 20 percent of the population 
has one kind of allergy or another 
Most people are allergic to a combina 
tion of vegetation pollens, molds, fungi, 
dust and animals, said Thomas John 
son of New England Allergy in North 
\ndover, Depending on the amount of 
moisture and wind, different levels of 
mold and pollen will be produced and 
carried in the air where people with 
allergies breath them 

People who are allergic produce 
antibodies to the elements they are 
allergic to, said Dr, Johnson. The anti 
bodies are,carried through the blood 
stream and then attach to the cells of 
the respiratory system, called mast 
cells, Mast cells work somewhat like 
jigsaw puzzles, he said. 

“They sit and wait until a pollen 
that fits the mast cell is breathed in.” 


Dr. Johnson said. 

The body then releases a protein 
called histamine that results in itehy 
eyes, runny nose and sneezing, His 
famine stimulates the body’s produc 
fion of mucus, said Bruce Burkby. an 
allergist in North Andover 

“The blood vessels dilate. which 
leads to a stuffy nose feeling and nerve 
endings become irri 
tated and you end up 
sneezing,” Dr. Burk 
by said. 

The best advice 
these doctors offer is 
to avoid the things 
you are allergic to, 
but they realize that 
is not always possi 
ble. 

“With 
dogs, it’s 
avoid. The oil in cat 
fur is water soluble and can be 
removed with soap and water, but you 
can’t even see the pollen you breath 
in,” he said 

If you are allergie to grass 
neasures such removing 
clothes and taking a shower after 
being outdoors will help. Washing out 
your eyes with water will also help 
remove pollen particles trapped in the 

eyes’ fluid, Dr. Burkby said

receptors that trigger the production of 
mucus fluids. 

The problem with these over-the 
counter antihistamines is that they 
enter the brain and can make people 
drowsy, said Dr. Burkby 

“These antihistamines are fat solu 
ble. They enter the brain and affect 
people in the same way that alcohol is 
sedating,” he said 

“Another prob 
lem with these is 
that, like many 
drugs, the longer 
that you take them 
the less effective 
they may become,” 
Dr. Burkby said, 

Dr. Johnson said 
the effect of drowsi 
ness can vary on 
individuals. For 
people who plan to 
take over-the-counter antihistamines. 
he offers some advice. 

“All drugs are potentially dangerous 
if not taken according to the directions 
Over-the-counter doesn't mean safer 
You should take the first dose at night 
or on a Weekend when you don’t have 
anything planned. That way you'll 
know how drowsy you will or will not 
become,” he said 

According to Dr. Johnson, many 
over-the-counter allergy medications 
add a decongestant ingredient for two 
reasons — first to alleviate stuffy noses 
and second to add a mild stimulant that 
Will counteract the drowsy effects of 
antihistamines. 


Two of the better, non sedating aller 
gy drugs, according to the three doi 
tors the Townsman spoke with, are sel 
dane and hismanal.

Seeking professional help 

Although most people can find relief 
in over-the-counter products, some 
may heed to see an allergy specialist. 

“If the non-prescription drugs aren’t 
working and allergy symptoms are 
interfering with your lifestyle — you 
can’t work, you can’t sleep and you are 
generally miserable — you may want to 
see a doctor,” said Dr. Connor, 

A very small percentage of the 20 
percent of the population who are aller 
gic produce so much histamine when 
exposed to pollen and other allergy cat 
alysts they have an allergic reaction 
like that of a bee sting. They can get 
hives and their bodies can swell in any 
number of places, said Dr. Johnson 

This small percentage may have to 
take antihistamines throughout the 
allergy season and an even smaller pel 
centage year-round, he said. 

Because of the recent cold snap 
northern Massachusetts has experi 
enced in the past few weeks, the allergy 
season may not be too bad, said Dr. 
Johnson, 

“We've had a very cold spring. The 
pollen counts have been very low 
except (two weeks ago). If we have a 
trend of warm weather, symptoms will 
be just the tip of the iceberg,” he said.

Center for Plastic Surgery 
shows patients before and after 
with new Mirror Image system 


You've learned to live with the face 
in the mirror. Through trial and error 
over the years, you've learned how to 
wear your hair, and if you’re a wom 
an, fix your makeup so you look your 
best. 

Still — there’s something that’s 
always vaguely troubled you. Maybe 
it’s that little bump at the tip of your 
nose. Or maybe it’s what your mother 
always called your “weak chin.” It 
might even be those dark circles 
under your eyes that give you that 
tired, older look. 

Now physicians at the Center for 
Plastic Surgery and Personal Develop 
ment have an important and remark 
able new tool to help patients trans 
form abstract and often indistinct 
wishes into real images. 

Using a new computer system, the 
center’s physicians can now deter 
mine exactly what physical changes 
will give a patient that special feeling 
of completion. 

“Patients often come in determined 
to change something about their 
appearance, without being really sure 
what that ‘something’ is. It’s very 
important to help them communicate 
their wishes as clearly as possible. It 
would be terrible to perform a rhino 


plasty (surgery to correct the shape of 


the nose) when it’s really his chin the 
patient wants to change,” comments 
plastic surgeon Dr. Gurmander S. 


Kohli. Dr. Kohli is medical director of 


the Center for Plastic Surgery and 
Personal Development at New Eng- 
land Memorial Hospital in Stoneham 
and Boston University Medical Cen- 
ter. 

The process begins with some pic- 
ture-taking — frontal and profile pho- 
tos, for example, if a patient-is consid- 
ering facial surgery. The camera is 


hooked up to the computer so it trans 
fers the images onto the screen in full 
color, high resolution. Once the 
patient is satisfied that the screen 
shows his face the way he sees it, this 
electronic “portrait of the present” 
can be altered at will. 

“You have to be something of an 
artist when you work the system,” 
comments Carla Vara, The center’s 
aesthetics specialist and treatment 
coordinator. Ms. Vara works with a 
special “pen” that functions as a com 
puter “mouse” to change the image 

Any aspect of the nose, lips, eyes, 
ears, chin, jaw or faceline, can be 
changed with a click of a button on the 
remote control pen — the computer age 
equivalent of the artist’s paintbrush. 

“So what do you think?” Ms. Vara 
asks frequently to gauge the patient's 
response as the onscreen profile 
changes. 

“We always try to be very conserva 
tive and understate the anticipated 
result. It’s certainly better for a 
patient to be pleasantly surprised 
with what we’ve achieved after 
surgery, rather than to feel disap- 
pointed,” Dr. Kohli observes, As he 
talks, he carefully assesses the altered 
image of the patient. It’s up to Dr. 
Kohli to determine if Ms. Vara’s pro- 
posed changes are possible consider 
ing the sculpting material with which 
he must work — human tissue. 

In the past, the surgeon says, we’ve 
lacked an effective way of showing 
how surgery could alter a patient's 
body and appearance. Before and after 
pictures of others who’ve had surgery 
could never really demonstrate how a 
particular patient might appear. 

“Sometimes I drew simple pencil 
sketches or held up a mirror as they

Zeneration of the family. Typically in 
ancient times and even more recently, 
illiteracy was not uncommon, result- 
ing in a lack of written documentation 
of this rich cultural heritage. Many old 
masters, having no relatives or trusted 
pupils to pass on their knowledge to, 
would take their information to the 
grave with them. Modern technologi- 
cal warfare brought more changes; 
martial arts were no match against 
gunfire and the practice turned from a 
defensive system into a health system. 

Since President Nixon’s famous vis- 
it to China in the 1970s the west has 
been fascinated with China’s culture 
and heritage, including “secrets” like 
Tai Chi. Little by little information has 
been made available through the trans- 
lation of ancient texts and teachers 
becoming more willing to share their 
knowledge. One man who has accom- 
plished both is Dr, Yang Jwing-Ming of 
Boston. 

(Master) Yang Jwing-Ming was born 
in Taiwan in 1946, grew up in abject 
poverty in the city of Xinzhu Xian. At 
the age of 15 he began to study martial 
arts from Jin Shao-Feng, a hermit mas- 
ter who lived in the mountains outside 
of Xinzhu. Master Jin taught his pupil 
an art style modeled after the move- 
ments of the white crane, appropriate- 
ly called the White Crane System. 
Young Yang’s health was poor, howev- 
er, the result of poverty and malnutri- 
tion, and he suffered from a debilitat- 
ing stomach ulcer which hindered his 
studies. The White Crane Master rec-

ommended Tai Chi practice to Yang 
Jing-Ming which he studied from Mas- 
ter Kao Tao. Within six months Yang's 
ulcers had healed and he resumed his 
studies. Academically he excelled, 
entering Tamkang College in Taipei 
Xian to study physics, and during his 
summer vacations continued with the 
White Crane Master, learning bare- 
hand fighting sequences as well as 
massage and herbal healing. During 
the school year, Yang Jwing-Ming stud- 
ied the famous Shaolin long fist system 
and more Tai Chi from Master Li Mao. 
Ching at the college Kuoshu Club from 
1964-1968. Yang’s academic pursuits 
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earned him a master’s degree in 
physics from the National Taiwan Uni- 
versity. Then he spent a year in the 
Chinese Air Force where he taught 
physics as well as Wushu (martia] 
arts), At the end of his tour in the Air 
Force, Yang Jwing-Ming returned to 
Tamkang College to teach physics and 
continued his own martial arts studies. 

In 1974 Yang came to the United 
States on a scholarship in a doctoral 
program in mechanical engineering at 
Purdue University. Though his 
endeavors were mainly academic, his 
martial arts were evident and at the 
request of students he taught Kung Fu 
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as well as college credited courses in 
Tai Chi Chuan. Following the comple- 
tion of his studies at Purdue, having 
earned a PhD. in mechanical] engineer- 


ing, and with the subsequent birth of 


his first child, Dr. Yang returned home 
for a visit. He learned that his beloved 
Master Jin had died a few months ear- 
lier. Dr. Yang realized that much of his 


master’s lifelong accumulation of 


knowledge had passed into the grave 
with him. Dr. Yang resolved to pre- 
serve his heritage from further loss. 
Since then he has begun to document 
his own martial arts training as well a

breast cancer prevention trial 


The Lahey Clinic is participating in 
the National Breast Cancer Preven 
tion Trial — the first large-scale breast 
cancer prevention trial for high-risk 
women, The trial, which involves 270 
centers nationwide, will evaluate the 
effectiveness of the drug tamoxifen in 
preventing breast cancer 1n women 
who are at high risk. The clinic will be 
a satellite of Boston University Medi 
cal Center, which is one of four prima 

ry sites for the study in the Boston 
area. Conducted by the National Sur 
gical Adjuvant Breast and Bowel Pro 
ject (NSABP), the study is sponsored 
by the National Cancer Institute 
(NCI). 

“We are very pleased to be part of 
this landmark study,” says Kevin 
Hughes, M.D., director of Lahey’s 
Breast Cancer Center, who will be 
supervising the clinie’s participation 
in the trial. “ If we can find a drug, 
diet or lifestyle to prevent breast can 
cer, we can have a major impact on 
women’s health, Tamoxifen is the 
most promising drug we have, and it 
certainly is important to test it.” 

Breast cancer is the most common 
cancer in women, This year, 180,000 
women will be diagnosed with breast 
cancer and about 42,000 will die. 

Tamoxifen, a synthetic anti-estro- 
gen hormone, has been used for 20 
years to treat women with advanced 
breast cancer and, more recently, as 
an “adjuvant,” or additional therapy, 
after radiation and/or surgery for ear- 
ly stage breast cancer. It has been 
found effective in preventing recur- 
rence of breast cancer and in prevent: 
ing the development of breast cancer 
in the opposite breast for many of 
these women, Studies have also 
shown that tamoxifen reduces blood 
cholesterol levels and helps maintain 
bone density in postmenopausal wom- 
en, 

Previous research suggests that 
tamoxifen should not only reduce by 
at least a third the number of breast 
cancers that women on the drug will 
develop, but may also reduce the risk 
of heart attacks and bone fractures for 
some women. 


To be eligible to participate in the 
Breast Cancer Prevention Trial, wom 
en must meet certain high-risk crite 
ria, Women who are 60 or older are 
eligible because of age alone, since the 
risk of developing breast cancer 
increases with age. Women between 
35 and 59 must have risk that is equal 
to or greater than the average risk of a 
60-year-old woman. 

For instance, women who have 
been diagnosed with one type of non 
invasive breast cancer, called lobular 
carcinoma in situ, will be eligible 
because of the increased risk of devel 
oping invasive breast cancer ae this 
disease, Other women between 35 and 
59 will be chosen by a careful analysis 
of their risk factors, based on a model 
developed from long-term studies. The 
assessment includes the following 
risk factors: the number of first degree 
relatives (mothers, sisters, daughters) 
diagnosed with breast cancer, 
whether a woman has any children 
and her age at first delivery, the num 
ber of times a woman has had breast 
lumps biopsied and her age at first 
menstrual period, 

The NCI is recruiting 16,000 women 
for the trial. Half of the women will 
take a 20 milligram dose of tamoxifen 
and half will take a placebo (an inae- 
tive pill that looks like tamoxifen) 
every day for at least five years. Nei- 
ther the participant nor her physician 
will know whether she is taking 
tamoxifen or a placebo—a process call 
double blinding. Setting up the trial 
this way permits the researchers to 
see the possible benefits and side 
effects of tamoxifen without the influ- 
ence of other factors. 

Researchers will evaluate whether 
tamoxifen prevents breast cancer, 
lowers the number of deaths from 
heart attacks and reduces the number 
of bone fractures in women who 
receive the drug, 

Hughes cautions that tamoxifen, 
like other drugs, is not without some 
negative side effects. For instance, 
large scale clinical trials indicate that 
tamoxifen may be associated with a

Broken bones related 
to osteoporosis occur 
most often in the hip, 
wrist and spine. The 
spine is made up of a 
long series of connected bones called 
vertebra. When a vertebra fractures, 
the spine can begin collapsing, leading 
to a loss of height and curvature of the 
spine. 

Hip fractures are the most serious 
osteoporosis-related fractures since 
they often lead to long hospital and 
nursing home stays and in about 20 
percent of cases, result in death. 


Women are four times more likely 
than men to develop osteoporosis. 
After menopause, a woman's ovaries 
produce less estrogen, a female hor-

mone that plays an important role in 
maintaining strong bones. Estrogen 
deficiency after menopause leads to 
rapid and accelerated bone loss, most 
of which occurs in the first five to sev- 
en years following menopause.

Osteoporosis is not a nor- 
mal part of growing old. 


“Today more than ever, we can 
help women suffering from osteoporo- 
sis maintain their health and indepen- 
dence,” Dr. Riggs emphasizes.

Doctors can tailor 
treatment programs to 
individual patients, tak- 
ing into account, for example, if the 
woman is in the early stages of the dis- 
ease or has already suffered a frac- 
ture.

strokes. The goal of a home therapy 
program is to assist the client with 
becoming as functional as possible 
after an injury or illness. Handi- 
capped individuals, as well as elders 
who wish to remain in their own 
homes, can gain a lot from an individ- 
ualized therapy program. 

VNA also has a complete range of 
high-tech nursing services, including 
IV therapy. The VNA team meets with 
the patient and family before dis- 
charge from a hospital to discuss 
health-care plans, 

Geriatric nurses and nurse practi 
tioners are trained to focus on keeping 
elderly patients healthy. Health clin- 
ics for the elderly are held at local 
councils on aging and other sites with 
funding from Elder 
Services of the Merri 
mack Valley.
